Untill the last quarter of the nineteenth 
eentury Maryland was without many of 
her sources of history. ‘The Calvert papers, 
which lave illuminated the dark stretche: 
and repeopled the Colonial days with char- 
acters more thrilling In yital interest than 
the heroes of fiction, were for years buried 
deep in the grave of obscurity. It was in 
June, 1888, that about 1,000 manuseript pa- 
Pers, ranging in dates trom the time of 
Henry Vil and Queen Elizabeth to the 
Revolution, were brought here from across 
the seas after a long and thrilling search 
for them and deposited in the vaults of the 
Maryland Historica! Society. These were 
finally located ja an old orangery, where 
they hand been discovered in a wooden chest 
at Down Plice, near Windsor, the country 
Beat of Colonel Harford. the great-grand- 
60n of the last Lord Baltimore. 

One ciiest of this so-called “useless rub- 
bage’' was buried, it fs sald, in a fleld at 
Down Place by © gardener, who found it in 
his way. The latter has never been locate’ 
and as, in the year 1s Dr. John Henry 
Alexander saw in the British Museum two 
large chests marked “Calvert Papers,” it ts 
believed that the second box is still to be 
searched for. Indeed, only this week word 
has come from Down Pluce that other yol- 
umes of manuscript records relating to 
Maryland have been found in the Morary 
there. 

That there are probably many papers of 
value bearing on the history of Maryland 
which were orlgzinally In the possession cf 
the Lords Baitimore, and not traced as yet, 
is evident from the iact that so recently as 
1897 a collection of uniquely interesting 
original letters and documents belonging to 
the Calverts had been in the possession of 
an Individual historian. to whom they were 
probably presented in England. These were 
finally restored to Maryland from Ne- 
breska! 

From this we will realize that the sources 
of Maryland history have strayed far away 
from the fold, and it is a matter of great 
congratulation that the State of Maryland 
has In a larger sense than ever turned Its 
attention to the preservation of her history. 

As Judge Ritchie once sald with well- 
directed truth, “This assurance that our 
State has reached the age of historic re- 
search is a development of a somewhat ad- 
vanced period, for the forces of moral evo- 
lution will not produce the historic senti- 
Ment until there is a history to be written. 
The conditions are a story to be told and an 
Speronriate time for telling it. Unlike the 
observation of material ob. s, the atmos- 
phere Is Cleared by distance, and the truth 
of history better discerned as we set 
e@bove and beyond the motives, the 
tlalities and mists which obscure a cle 
view. These conditions, like experience 
good wine, come only with ase, Tr 
no improved method of hastening thei, 
and we must wait until the State his a 

ast. But when the time has ripencd for 
he pen of the historian and existing condl- 
tions have created the want, thesiame fo! 
which created the conditions will supr 
the want.” As the time has come when 
Maryland has the proper perspective. It Is 
gratifying to find Judge Ritchie's predic- 
tions fulfilled in the acts of the General -s- 
sembly looking to the preservation of the 
Btate records, and let us hope t before 
the end of the session all bills asking for 
their preservation and duplicatton may be 
legalized.

Bearing in mind that In the various coun- 
ty courthouses of Muryiand there have ac- 
cumulated many old deeds, wills, et 
which were not returned to thelr ov ‘Ss 
after being recorded, the author of ‘Sid:- 
Lights on Maryland History” has drafted a 
pill for the remoyel and preservation of 
these old papers In the Interest of fini’ 
and State history. Within the recollection 
of the present generation many such ortg- 
fiial papers, whi had they been removed 
to a place of safety under the care of an 
authorized custodian, would have served to 
duplicate the county records In the event of 
fire, have been deliberately destroyed as 
useless rubbage. 

In most of the county courthouses there 
are hundreds of these papers moldering in 
the attics und tower rooms, and fn one at 
Teast the bats are destroying what the State 
could never replace if fire should sweep 
away the books in the clerk's offices below. 

Right !n Annapolis today there are two 
large boxes of original wills dating from 
the Colonial period to the present, which 
have been removed from the lately reno- 
vated Register of Wills’ office and ban!shed 
to a place of deposit which is not fire-proof. 

There {s no room for these in the Register 
of Wills’ office, because the space ts limited 
and the law requires only the recorded 
copies to be preserved, These wills and 
ali In the county courts, as well as land 
deeds, etc., are valuable to the State and 
should not he either destroyed deliberately 
or left to ay. 

They should all be given a definite place 
in a State building at Annapolis. Then if 
local records were destroyed they could be 
duplicated through these originals. The 
Colonial Jaw which required copies of coun- 
ty records to be sent to Annapolis was the 
dne thing that preserved all that we have 
of several counti but even then clerks 
were negligent and many times omitted to 
forward the duplicate to the Land Office or 
0 the High Court of Chancery. 

Another very strong reason for presery- 
{ng these old discarded papers is in the in- 
terest of the origin of early Maryland fam- 
ilies. Many of these documents are sealed 
with the crest or coat of arms of the parties 
to the deeds, or the person making the will, 
which would serve as a clue to their Eng- 
Msh lineage. 

Autograph signatures are on the papers, 
also a matter of interest. 

There are grants from the Indian chiefs 
or kings for lands to the white settlers. 
These are curiously signed with various 
marks by the whole tribe. 

Such interesting relics of the primitive in- 
habitants of Maryland should be framed tn 
the Land Commissioner's office as evidence 
that the lands were fairly purchased and 
not wrested from the Red Men! 

Certain Revolutionary muster rolls of the 
Maryland troops and State militia wer 
taken from Maryland and recovered at auc- 
tion in New York some years since, where 
they were sold by the barrel, or perhaps 
it was by the pound! 

A pension roll—which has apparently no 
duplicate—of Maryland Revolutionary sol- 
diers, was bought in a second-hand shop in 
Pittsburg for An original letter 
from George V in which light 
was thrown on some litherto misunderstood 
phase of an eyent connected with the war, 
‘was rescued. with a pocketful of useless old 
papers, after being thrown out of the State 
House some years ago. 

As the Calvert papers have in large num- 
bers been brought back to the scene of the 
early Palatine. the far West has heen 
moved to return tu Maryland the graphie 
early picture of her settlement by her first 
governor, and New York has given up onr 
muster rolls. which are now the delight of

Hatton, by whom he had a large family. 

That social lines were not relaxed tn Pro- 
vincial Maryland js strikingly Illustrated In 
the marriage of the Darnulls, all of whom 
for four generations at least marmed the 
representatives In the Province of titled 
English or Irish families, so that the de- 
scendants of the two early settlers could 
easily outrank in their quarterings many of 
the peerage today. Three of the heautiful 
Darnall women became wivés of as many 
distinguished Carrolls, of Maryland, the 
men winning for thelr brides daughters of 
the early lords of the manor and their de- 
scendants. 

Henry Darnall, the fourth of his name in 
Maryland, continued the family custom ot 
marrying ladies of high degree by taking 
to wife the niece and ward of George, four- 
teenth Earl of Shrewsbury, the marrlage 
settlement being duly recorded in the col- 
ony. One of his earlier kinsmen had mar- 
ried Elizabeth Lowe, descendant of the 
Lowes of Denby, while the repeated inter- 
marriages of the Darnalls with the Digges 
brought another notable strain of blood 
into the lineage of the Maryland descend- 
ants. 

One of the representatives of this distin- 
guished family, John Darnall, of the Pop- 
lar Hill line, remoyed to Culpeper, Va.. 
and his descendants reach from kentucky 
to Arkansas. 

Major Nicholas Sewall, of Mattapony, 
married Miss Darnall, of Poplar Hill, thetr 
son, Robert Darn#ll Sewall, inheriting tnis 
beautiful estate from his uncle, fur wiiom 
he was named. 

The descendants of the Roziers, of Not- 
ley Hall, are also of the Darnall lineage 
throngh the Carroll and other marriages. 

Among the many distinguished men who 
were in direct descent from the early Dar- 
nalls of Maryland were Charles Curroll or 
Carrollton, Rey. John Carroll, first Arech- 
bishop of Baltimore; ex-Goy.
